the individual classes and forty-eight exhibitors from 
eleven states and Canada were successful in placing in- 
side the money. With a few rather important exceptions, 
this show represented the tops of the leading fairs of the 
eastern and middle western circuits and the Canadian 
shows both east and west. The bull classes were es- 
pecially strong, being perhaps the most interesting in the 
whole history of the National. Some of the female classes 
were a little disappointing and not up to National stand- 
ards.

The accommodations, not only for 
the cattle but for the entire show, were splendid, affording 
every convenience.

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Why Ventilate Farm Barns and How 





A Discussion of the Fundamental Rules to Consider in Ventilating Systems 





F. E. FOGLE, Agricultural Engineering Section, Michigan State College 


smith’s forge blast is a splendid illustration of the 

necessity ot fresh air. As the blacksmith operates 
the lever, the bellows rises and falls to feed air to the 
bed of coals at the rate of at least three pounds of air for 
each pound of coal burned. As the blacksmith draws the 
red hot iron from the forge and hammers it into shape, 
you will note the rise and fall of lis chest. Here we have 
another bellows feeding air into another forge, to produce 
the energy for health and vigor. This human bellows 
must supply about a cubic foot of air every three minutes 
to enable the blacksmith to do his best work and maintain 
health. 

The farmer, if he be a good judge of a cow, selects one 
with constitution. He wants a cow with a deep chest, width 
between the forelegs, a well sprung front rib, and large, 
prominent nostrils. He knows that such a cow has a 
bellows or lung capacity to supply the energy to enable 
her to convert large quantities of raw materials, such as 
grass, hay, and grain, into the finished products—milk, 
and butter fat or beef, as the case may be. Yet she is no 
more valuable than a cow showing less evidence of con- 
stitution unless she is afforded an abundant supply of 
fresh air. It is absolutely impossible for her to do her 
best work, and be most profitable, in a damp, dark, or 
poorly ventilated barn. Furthermore, in such a barn she 
will more easily contract tuberculosis, contagious abortion, 
and other diseases. 

Has it ever occurred to you that the necessary ele- 
ments for life are furnished in proportions relative to their 
importance? We are living at the bottom of a vast sea 
of air many miles deep; water is comparatively abundant, 
but we must put forth effort for food. Life may be sus- 
tained scarcely five minutes without air, five days without 
water, and possibly five weeks without food. It is a mis- 
take not to secure for ourselves, and for our farm products 
and animals, the necessary quantities of fresh air. 

Ventilation may be defined as the changing of the air 
in any room or space. It is a means of supplying fresh 
air, controlling temperature, controlling humidity, or 
moisture, and removing foul air and objectionable products 
which cause odors. Ventilation is necessary for the heaith 
and comfort of animals. It will preserve the building and 
contents from mold and rot, due to excessive moisture, 
and will aid in the prevention and control of disease. 

There was a time, before the advent of tight build- 
ings, when poultry houses, barns, and other farm buildings 
did not need ventilation. There are barns today where 
the construction is such that there is ample movement of 
air through leaky walls, hay chutes, silo chutes, and stair- 
ways. Such buildings in extreme weather, however, be- 
come too cold for fowls or animals to give economical 
production. 

With the advent of tight buildings, comes the necessity 
for ventilation. For best results we must admit fresh air, 
remove stale air, and control temperature and humidity. 

In considering ventilation for farm barns; it should 
be understood, as'a general rule, that air cannot be drawn 
into the building unless some is removed; neither can air 
be taken out of a building unless some is admitted. 

A system for ventilation consists of openings or inlets 
to admit air, openings or out-takes to remove air, and 
some means of creating a movement of air. 

Movement of air through a building may be secured 
by two methods, natural and artificial. Artificial. ventila- 
tion, or the use of a fan for driving air through a building, 
is practically never used on the farm. Natural move- 
ment of air through a building is caused by wind force, 
by wind suction over the top of a ventilating flue, by 
differences of temperature between inside and outside air, 
or by all three forces acting together. The factor having 
the greatest effect on natural ventilation is the heat which 
is supplied by the animals in a building. The heat in 
a stove causes a “draft,” or, in other words, creates a 
movement of air. Everyone has watched a bon-fire and 
has probably noticed that the heat was setting up an air 
movement. As air was warmed by the fire, it became

lighter and was forced upward by the colder, heavier gir 
which rushed in at the base of the fire. Just so, air move- 
ment is set up by the heat from animals in a building, 

Since the heat to create an air movement through a 
barn must be furnished by the animals in the barn, it js 
evident that the kind and size of animals and the construc. 
tion of the barn must be carefully considered. A cow or 
horse weighing 1,000 to 1,200 pounds will heat approxi- 
mately 600 cubic feet of space in a well built barn. In a 
climate as cold as Michigan’s the cubical content of the 
stable is very important. Only such space as an animal 
can heat should be provided. For dairy barns, the ceiling 
height should not be over 8 feet in the clear, and for horse 
stables, eight and one-half feet to nine feet should be the 
maximum. 

Many difficulties in ventilation are due to poor wall 
construction. In a stable having a thin wall, the heat 
loss may be too great, and as a result air movement will 
be stifled. Furthermore, condensation will take place 
causing moisture or frost to collect on the wall. 

There are three types of ventilating systems which 
differ from each other principally in the relation of the 
intakes to the out-takes. The King system was devised 
some 30 years ago, by the late Professor F. H. King, of 
the University of Wisconsin. The King system admits the 
air near the ceiling and removes it from near the floor. 

A system which admits the air at the floor and removes 
it from the ceiling was designed by Professor Rutherford, 
of Ontario. " 

A commercial concern is marketing a system which 
admits air at the ceiling and also draws it off at the ceil- 
ing. 
The King system of taking foul air out of the barn near 
the floor and admitting fresh air near the ceiling has 
proved very satisfactory, and we are safe in saying that 
it is the most widely used. 

In this system the air intakes should be small, not 
more than 6”x14”, and there should be many of them. 
They should be placed every eight to twelve feet around 
the building. The opening on the inside should be near 
the ceiling, while on the outside it should be about four 
feet lower. This difference in height of openings prevents 
the intake from acting as an out-take, and also prevents 
too great an intake of air during strong winds. 

Wherever studding is used in construction, the intakes 
may be simply the space between studding. In case of 
masonry walls, the intake flue may be brought through 
the wall low, and pass upward to the ceiling, or it may 
rise on the outside of the wall and enter at the ceiling. 
There are, on the market, patented aluminum intakes 
which may be placed in the wall at the ceiling line. This 
type has a nicely balanced shutter which permits air to 
enter it and will close to prevent air from going out. 

A window equipped to operate by tilting in may be 
used as an intake, although it is not as satisfactory as a 
permanent, insulated flue, and furthermore it will need 
more careful management. 

A good arrangement is to have the cattle face in and 
the intakes carried between the joist to empty near the 
center of the barn, with the out-takes near the outside. 
In case the cattle face out, the intakes should empty near 
the outside wall, with the out-take flues near the center 
and with space between them to permit a carrier load of 
hay to pass. 

The out-take flues should be as few and as large as 
practicable. They should be as straight as possible, ex- 
tend as high as the highest point of the roof, and be fitted 
at the top with a properly designed roof ventilator. 

The large, straight flue permits the passage of air with 
less friction, and consequently will handle a larger quan- 
tity of air. 

The high out-take flue is especially desirable because 
both the heat effect and the suctional effect of wind in- 
crease with the height. The suctional effect is greater 
because wind velocity increases with the distance above 
the surface of the earth. A properly designed roof ventil-

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Extension Plans 


EFINITE progress toward resumption of a full sched- 
D ule of extension activity is reported as a result of 

the Extension Committee and Board meeting of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America held in connec- 
tion with the Dairy Show at Indianapolis. Mrs. Ruth Mc- 
Cormick, Chairman of the Extension Committee, advises 
The World that an appropriation of $78,000 has been made 
for extension work in 1926, and that extension work for 
the balance of the current year will proceed at approxi- 
mately this same schedule. 

The amplified program includes 
work now going on resumption of publicity articles 
through a news writer and general field work in the 
Eastern and Western sections through the hiring of two 
representatives. The personnel has not been announced 
yet but it is expected that W. E. Meyer will resume his 
position in the western field and that Allen R. Crissey will 
act for the National Association in the eastern part of the 
United States. 

Mrs. McCormick announces that a series of conferences 
in the principal centers of the United States will be held, 
in which breeders will be invited to take part. These con- 
ferences will be held for the purpose of finding out the 
pressing needs of Holstein breeders in the territories 
affected for the information of the Extension Department 
and also for the purpose of acquainting Holstein breeders 
with the service that the Extension Department has at 
its disposal. It is expected that the needs of the producer 
of Holstein milk will be given considerable attention at 
these conferences although other matters with respect to 
extension work will be considered also. The present plan 
of the Extension Department after these conferences 
have materialized is to consider some plan of service that 
will be available to those who may wish to market Hol- 
stein milk. The Extension Department has already a 
limited service along this line that is immediately avail- 
able. It hopes that the conferences will furnish other 
leads for further help in this matter. 


The Extension Department as now reorganized con- 
templates reaching more closely the breeder of Holstein 
cattle throughout the country and in fact making him an 
important part of extension effort. Recognizing that as a 
whole the breeders are not sufficiently active in their own 
behalf in extension matters it hopes to lay before each 
section of the eountry the Holstein extension service and 
to so explain this service that breeders will take advant- 
age of the opportunity to use it for their own and for 
general Holstein advancement. These conferences will

The plan of having conferences represents the most 
comprehensive effort that has been offered thus far by poe 
Extension Department to get a complete picture of Hol- 
stein needs throughout the country. When these needs 
are set forth and made available to the committee the 
committee will be able without doubt to plan more intelli. 
gently its future programs for selling the Holstein idea 
both as to cattle and as to the products of the cow. 

We understand that the $78,000 will be sufficient money 
to carry on a well directed publicity campaign at all times 
and a limited amount of advertising in dairy publications 
in addition to the activities along legislative, calf club 
and general lines of extension that are at present being 
followed. The sum is sufficient to employ two field men 
for general work who, working with the paid secretaries 
of various state organizations, will form an effective field 
organization equal to that now operated by other breed 
organizations. 

The Grand Rapids convention authorized the Board to 
spent up to $50,000 a year on a three-year program of Hol- 
stein milk advertising. The carrying out of this idea 
would mean an addition of about $30,000 to the annual 
budget. The Extension Committee hopes to have a 
definite plan to recommend to the Board when it meets 
in December. 


We urge in advance of the conferences that every ~ 
breeder who is at all interested in the welfare of the 
Holstein cow and the Holstein industry plan to take some 
part in the conferences as they are called. We urge 
breeders to become more interested as active extension 
men and in this way render effective our National ex- 
tension program. The aid that will be given in this 
manner will make the whole program and expenditur¢ 
most effective, not only the expenditure by the National 
Association but the money that is now going into exten- 
sion work through state organizations. 

It is understood that the -committee will meet again 
prior to the Board meeting which is scheduled for Chicago, 
December 21st, at which time the results of some of the 
conferences will be made known.

The vote of the committee 
was unanimous for his expulsion after listening to the 
complaint of Secretary Houghton, “Doc” Reynolds’ answer, 
and Mr. Houghton’s testimony. 





The Board listened with much interest to the verbal 
report by Messrs. Moscrip and Houghton relative to their 
trip to Holland and England last summer. Mr. Moscrip 
stated that from their observation we are in perfect agree- 
ment with Holland breeders as to the true type of the 
breed and are striving for identically the same things.

The first four places in this class 
represented a real problem, Triune Lady Burke, of the 
Hargrove & Arnold string, finally taking second over the 
daughter of May Walker Ollie Homestead, and much study 
being required to place either of these heifers over the 
Knowles entry, Highlawn Sylvia Cornucopia. This heifer, 
one of the biggest calves of her age we have seen, was 
junior champion at the Eastern States Exposition and 
grand champion at Brockton. She was rather overdone 
in her fitting and could not go any higher in this class 
unless she went to the top.

Why Ventilate Farm Barns 
and How 


(Continued from page 10) 


ator at the top of the out-take flue will tend to create a 
suction on the flue. no matter in which direction air moves 
across it. This is true even though the wind blows directly 
down onto the ventilator. The homemade wooden cupola 
is very often a hindrance to the movement of air. 

The out-take flue should have every feature which goes 
to make a good chimney. except. of course. that it need 
not be fireproof. The walls should be air-tight and they 
need insulation to make them non-conductors of heat. A 
round flue of gaivanized iron carefully insulated is the 
most satisfactory type. A fairly satisfactory flue mav be 
constructed of two thicknesses of matched lumber. with a 
laver of one or two-plv roll roofing between them. One 
laver of lumber should run crosswise of the flue and the 
other lengthwise to prevent swelling and shrinking of 
the wood, as much as possible. 

The out-take flue shovtd be fitted with a door at the 
ceiling line which can be controlled. This door may be 
opened for summer ventilation and when it is desired to 
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get a rapid movement of air to lower the te er: 
the stable. a 

All fiues, both intake and out-take should be fitted with 
dampers, so that they may be under control at all times 

The total capacity of the ventilating fiues should be 
in proportion to the number, kind, and size of animals 
housed 

One square foot cross sectional area of out-take flue 
for each four cows or horses. is a rule commonly followed 
Thus a flue two feet square, having a cross sectional area 
of four square feet, would furnish ventilation for 16 cows 
or horses. 

An arbitrary rule, such as this one is, should be applied 
with judgment. This rule would apply to cows or horses 
weighing 1,000 to 1,200 pounds. Animals weighing 1,800 
or 2.000 pounds would require proportionately larger flues 
to accommodate them. 

The total cross-sectional area of all the intakes should 
be equal to. or slightly greater than the total cross-see. 
tional area of the out-take flues. 

Air cannot be drawn to a flue from a distance greater 
than about 30 feet. There should be an out-take roof 
ventilator for approximately each 35 feet of length of a 
barn 36 to 40 feet wide. 

It is a comparatively simple matter to lay down genera] 
rules for the installation of a ventilating system. How- 
ever, there are so many factors which may affect the 
operation of a system, such as unusual barn shape, parti- 
tions, air leakage, etc., that experience is necessary to de- 
sign a svstem with any degree of assurance that it will 
be satisfactory. There are home-made systems that work 
splendidty, and there are others that have required sey- 
eral attempts to be made satisfactory. 

Definite rules for the King system of ventilation are: 

1. The stable should be of tight, warm construction. 

2.—Allow 600 cubic feet of space for each 1,000 pound 
animal. or equivalent. 

3. Intakes should be many and small. 

4. Intakes should be located every 8 to 12 feet around 
the building. 

5. Intakes enter at ceiling, open at outside about four 
feet lower. 

6. Intakes should be insulated. 

7. Out-takes few and large. 
8. Out-takes draw from 15” above floor. 
9... Out-takes eaquinned with heat door near ceiling, 
10. Out-takes insulated, straight, high, and fitted at the 
top with a roof ventilator. 


11 Allow one square foot of out-take flue for four 1000 


to 1.200 pound cows or horses, or equivalent in other 
livestock. 
12. Total capacity of intakes should be equal to or

CORNELL ANNOUNCES SHORT 
COURSE 


The customary’ twelve weeks’ 
course in various branches of agricul- 
ture will be given this .yvear by New 
York State College of Agriculture at 
Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., 
starting November 4th and lasting 
until February 12th, with a two weeks’ 
vacation at Christmas time.

the way I’m trying to run 
mine, and when it comes to them, 
l’ll not take a back seat for any other 
organization in the United States.”

respective farms this spring, they 
haven’t any fault to find. either. And 
the apnearance of the farms was 


enough to convince anybody that the 
right kind of men will plant, cultivate 


and harvest crops and care for live- 
stock just as well, if they have an 
interest in them, when the owner 


lives 25 or 30 miles away as when he 
spends all of his time directing opera, 
tions. Not that Chaffee. who has 
enough law practice to keep an or- 
dinary man busy. does not take an ac- 
tive part in the farm enterprise. He 
visits the various properties fre- 
quently, keeps in close touch with the 
men by telephone, and among other 
things maintains a small “experiment 
farm” on his town proverty; but his 
partners all are practical farmers; 
they are expected to and do act on 
their own initiative; and the work 
. goes forward largely on their sav-so. 
There are five units in the Chaffee 
organization, which are known collec- 
tively as Glencliff Holstein farms. 
Walter Butchart and George Mathie- 
son run 40 acres and 100 acres, res- 
pectively, without cattle. Stanley But- 
chart, brother of Walter and _ presi- 
dent of the Yakimas Valley Holstein 
Breeders’ Association, runs 160 acres 
and 25 or 30 head of cattle, half of 
them daughters of Chief .of the Orms- 
bys. This is the bull he selected 
several years ago as a calf at Beaver 
Dam Stock farm in New Lork, for a 
group of four Yakima breeders, Clhaf-

fee and himself included. Mark Hunt, 
who ran a Holstein herd at White 
Sulphur Springs, Mont., for several 
years, joined the organization early 
this spring and runs 220 acres and 
about 90 head of cattle, the main herd.

“That sort of cross ought to give Us 
some honest-to-goodness cows,” said 
Chaffee pridefully, “and that’s what 
we’ve got to have more of in this 
valley, to make farming successfyl 
and permanent here.” 

Cows are made to play a highly im. 
portant part in the scheme of things 
on Glencliff farms. For instance, one 
of the projects this year. on which the 
organization evidently plans to “make 
or break,” is the production of 145 
acres of early potatoes, 30 acres of 
Bliss Triumphs and the rest Irish 
Cobblers, with a second crop of Pride 
Burbanks as seed for California. Aj 
the manure which the farms produce 
and they feed everything they grow— 
was used on this land, and they 
hauled more from a distance of 10 
or 15 miles besides. They grew 27 
carloads of “earlies” last year, and 
at the height of this year’s season the 
railroad siding at Chaffee looked like 
that of a young city, loading three to 
five carloads per day. They started 
digging the middle of June and ex. 
pected to finish the middle of July, 
with a total output of 75 to 90 car. 
loads. 

A visit to the scene of operations 
late in May discovered Stanley But- 
chart irrigating a portion of 75 acres 
of early spuds. He is putting in this 
season also 20 acres of swe>rt clover 
pasture, a crop which is rapidly grow- 
ing in favor in the Yakima valley. He 
is milking only a few head at present, 
but he has partially completed a well 
planned barn for a good-sized herd, 
and savs he would like to run about 
60, milking 28 or 30. The portion of 
the barn that has been finished is 32 
x 60 feet in size, with large granary 
and hay loft. An outside feeding shed 
is attached, and one of two silos that 
are planned is completed. The milk- 
ing barn will be 36 x 90 feet in size, 
and will have 26 five-foot tie stalls on 
one side, ordinary stanchions on the 
other. and four box stalls for cows 
and calves. At the main farm, a milk- 
ing machine and-a sevarator were 
purring away under Hvnt’s direction; 
Marathon Bess Burke was very much 
at home in his paddock; and the 
young stock and some dry cows were 
out on pasture on the high plateau 
back of the rocky cliffs that give the 
farms their name. 

Glencliff finds a ready market for 
sons of Chief of the Ormsbys, and 
several recent sales to northwestern 
breeders are of interest. Dodd Broth- 
ers of Junction City, Ore., purchased 
one out of Cascade Jessie Korndyke, 
his five nearest dams, except his own 
that has never been tested, averaging 
1191 pounds of butter in a year. J. 
D. Larsen of Burley, Ida., purchased 
one out of Glencliff Piebe Rosie, a 
young cow that stood at the head of 
her class in the Yakima Valley Test- 
ing association. Her dam has an 
official 7-day record of 27.85 pounds 
of butter, and her sire was Sir Korn- 
dyke Qrmsby Piebe, William Todd & 
Sons’ former herd sire. Ray Reeves 
of Jefferson, Ore., purchased a “Chief” 
son out of Segis Posch De Kol, with 
a 7-day record of 25.5 pounds, her dam 
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having one of 26.6 pounds. Frank 
Simler of Woodland, Ida., purchased 
one out of Newaukum Lyons Burke, 
and H. D. Brown of Colby, Wash., one 
out of Hazelwood Beauty Hartog 
Posch, with 26.6 pounds at four years. 
Chester E. Ferson and William Knape 
of Sunnyside, Wash., obtained one out 
of Lady Bracelet Jewel 2nd, with a 
95-pound record, and David E. Eng- 
dahl of Valley, Wash., secured a fine 
yearling.

110 COUNTIES REACH TUBERCU- 
LOSIS-FREE GOAL 


One hundred and ten counties in the 
United States have eradicated bovine 
tuberculosis from within their boun- 
daries, according to a summary of 
progress issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture covering 
eradication work up to October 1, 
1925. These counties, known as modi- 
fied accredited areas, have completed 
the testing of all cattle within their 
borders and removed all of the infect- 
ed cattle. To be classed as modified 
accredited areas, infection must be 
confined to less than one-half of 1 
per cent of the cattle within the coun- 
ty and all reactors must be promptly 
removed. 

The 110 counties now on the free 
list represent a gain of 10 counties 


“over the preceding month and show 


noteworthy progress compared with 
the status of the area work at the 
beginning of the calendar year, when 
538 counties were in the modified ac- 
credited list. The 110 counties are 
scattered throughout 19 States, 44 of 
them being in North Carolina, 12 in 
Michigan, 9 in Iowa, 7 in Kansas, 6 
each in Indiana and North Dakota, 3 
each in Florida, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Pensylvania and Tennessee, 2 each in 
California, [daho and Wisconsin; 1 
each in Illinois, Missouri, New York, 
Oregon and: Utah. 

Officials ,of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, United States Department of 
Agricultuyfe, consider the results ob- 
tained as/ ample proof that eradication 
of tuberculosis from any area is mere- 
ly. a question of time, funds, and or- 
ganized effort. 

Dur'‘ng August, the last month for 
which figures are available, official 
tuberculin tests were applied to more 
than 676,000 cattle, of which approxi- 
mately 19,000 reacted as tuberculous 
and were removed from the herds. 
Nearly 12,000,000 cattle are now under 
supervision for the eradication of the 
disease and about 3,500,000 more are 
on the waiting list to be tested. The 
ultimate goal of the vast project is 
the eradication of tuberculosis from 
the livestock of the country.
